Some of these withdrawals were of a nature which cannot 
be analyzed, since Marshall was exceedingly free in identifying 
his key comments as “classified" — that is, material not to he 
made public because of its real or imagined value to our foreign 
enemies. 
Marshall has long been devoted to this type of defense. 
He was the man, it will be remembered, who personally talked 
Governor Dewey out of revealing the Army Board report on 
Pearl Harbor, back in the weeks before the 1944 Presidential 
election. This report identified General Marshall as one of those 
negligent in the execution of their duties, in connection with the 
Pearl Harbor disaster. General Marshall told Governor Dewey 
that revelation of this politically explosive material would give 
aid and comfort to the Japs. 
His frequent suppressions of testimony before the Senators 
brought some lively criticism, hut the material has been censored 
from the American people, just the same. 
In numerous other points, however, General Marshall used 
weasel words trying to make his criticisms of MacArthur stick, 
despite their questionable validity. 
For example, General Marshall sweepingly denied the state­ 
ment of MacArthur that the Chiefs of Staff had agreed with Mac­ 
Arthur on the need for direct action against Red China. Mac­ 
Arthur released a statement of recommended policy dated last 
January I 2. in which the Chiefs of Staff suggested substantially 
the identical measures as MacArthur urged — blockade of Red 
China, airplane recognizance of China and Manchuria, and use 
of the Chinese Nationalists now holed up in Formosa. 
General Marshall's comments on this were unsatisfactory. 
He said that this memorandum was written merely to cover the 
possible emergency of a forced evacuation from Korea — despite 
the fact that its own language clearly set it forth as proposals for 
action "as soon as our position in Korea is stabilized.*' And 
several times he made a point of the fact that he had never I 
“vetoed or disapproved” these suggestions — which is wholly 
beside the question. He did not put them into operation, or ask 
that they he put into operation— that’s the main thing. He didn’t 
have to veto them— all he had to do was what he did do, let 
them die a natural death. 
In one topic, where General Marshall and President t ruman 
have assailed MacArthur as a war-monger who would machine­ 
gun and bomb his way into World War 111, Marshall let a cat 
out of the hag and revealed that not only the Chiefs of Staff, hut 
he and the President as well, supported MacArthur’;* contentions. 
That is in the subject of “hot pursuit,” where enemy planes, en­ 
gaged in dogfights with our aviators, were allowed to escape scot-! 
free by merely flying over arbitrary landpoints. 
In this matter, which is one where the Truman policy has j 
been most harshly criticized by soldiers and observers in Korea, Jr,,llt 
Marshall took the position that both he and Mr. t ruman wanted 
to do what MacArthur proposed, that is. permit pursuit of enemy 
planes a stated distance across the Yalu river — but that our 
allies (whose total contribution to the Korean war is one to ten 
compared with ours) wouldn’t let us. 
Illustrative of the unfair criticism which 
Marshall 
leveled against General MacArthur was his bringing out the fact 
that MacArthur recommended against using Chinese Nationalists 
in Korea when the offer was made in July last year, but last 
November changed his views and asked for the very forces he 
had earlier declined. This was presented in such fashion as to hint 
that MacArthur couldn't make up his mind, although MacArthur 
had stated very clearly that the relief of the threat against For­ 
mosa was the factor which caused him to ask for the troops he had 
previously refused. 
At any event, far more of a question than any alleged vascil- 
lation on the part of General MacArthur was the matter of why 
the Chiefs of Staff turned down MacArthur# request last Novem­ 
ber, when, as events later proved, the additional South Korea 
reinforcements would have been priceless— and then recom­ 
mended use of these troops in their memorandum of January I 2. 
Perhaps the most inflationary testimony which General 
Marshall produced against General MacArthur was his assertion 
that a public statement made by MacArthur last March 24 made 
it "necessary to abandon" an effort being made by the Amen-

At 
the time referred to, there was a world-wide buildup, headed 
by Great Britain, to "buy" peace in Korea at the expense of let­ 
ting Red China enter the United Nations, and giving her For 
mosa. MacArthur was not fired when he demanded that Red 
China make peace, you will remember, but when he wrote to 
Congressman Joe Martin saying that Formosa must be held at 
all costs, and spoke of Red China in terms which forever debar 
that nation from consideration for sitting down with the family 
of respectable countries. 
Again and again, it has been charged that the appeasers of 
Washington and London were all set to pull a fast deal w ith Red 
China last March, and restore a so-called "peace" on the basis 
of giving that Communist stooge of Russia precisely what it wa: 
she has been fighting for all the time. 
lf that is the sort of peace which MacArthur smashed, then 
more glory to him.
